12. To elect:one director for the Richmond-Swanzey Tele- 
phone Co. 


13. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the Toad- 
Hollow road, so-called, or take any action relating thereto.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Richmond: 


I beg leave to submit, herewith, my second annual report 
as superintendent of schools. 

Following favorable action on my suggestion of a year 
ago that more money be raised for schools and application 
made for state aid, I can now report to you that your applica- 
tion has been approved by the State Board of Education and 
therefore we can reduce the tax levy nearly $1,900 without 
reducing the amount of money spent on the schools. This 
‘means that the state is putting in nearly one-third of the school 
money. One thing may be mentioned in this connection. The 
State Board of Education now has the right to supervise the 
expenditure of all school moneys. 

One thing that had to be done was to outline a policy of 
making the school buildings standard. With this in view a 
new chimney was built at North Richmond during the summer 
and a modern Kaustine heating and ventilating system was 
installed. The plan is do the same job at the Corners this 
summer. This with the usual repairs and painting is the 
program for this summer. 

HEALTH. . No physical examination has been made this 
year. The proper time for this work is early in the fall. On 
another page you will find the results of the examinations 
made in the spring of 1926. The examinations for this year 
will be made again this spring but I strongly urge that here- 
after this examination be made as early as possible in the fall. 
Please notice the large number of pupils afflicted with de- 
fective teeth, diseased tonsils and adenoids. I want to urge

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‘upon all parents to notice the cards that are sent home by Dr. 


Emerson this spring and then do something about it this 
summer. These easily remedial physical defects seriously con- 
dition the success of your children in their school work 
and militates against their chances for success in life. 

TEACHERS AND PUPILS. New teachers were needed 
this year at Prescott school and at the Corners. Mrs. Jennie 
Bennett was secured for the former and Miss Elizabeth Doug- 
lass for the latter. The work of the schools is up to the com- 
munity accepted standards. 

SCHOOL BOARD. Our school board has been hit hard 
this year by resignations. Mrs. Whipple resigned early in the 
year because of change of residence. After a lapse of several 
months Mr. L. E. Amidon was appointed to Mrs. Whipple’s 
place. A little later Mr. Amidon resigned and Mr. Harry 
Bennett has been named as his successor. Thus at last we 
have a full board again. I trust that this condition may 
continue. 

I wish to express my thanks and appreciation to all who 
have in any way aided and supported the Cause of Education 
in Richmond. :
